ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

A baseball-style cap having a sweatband woven to form a 
tubular channel. The cap includes a crown main body, a visor, and 
the sweatband. The sweatband is connected to the lower peripheral 
edge of the crown main body. The tubular weaving of the sweatband 
reduces manufacturing steps as no sewing of two unjoined ends is 
necessary. In addition, the sweatband is woven of thread having 
good moisture absorbency such that subsidiary materials for 
enhancement of perspiration absorption are not required. The 
resulting sweatband is uniform in appearance, having the same look 
on both the inner and outer surfaces, upgrading the quality of the 
sweatband and enhancing aesthetic appeal. 
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
